Prom London Hon. T. P. O'Con- 
nor. M. P., leader of the Irish 
Nationalist party In Rngland, cables 

tbe Chicago Tribune that second Im- 
pressions of the home rule bill con- 
firm the splendid Impresslonx made 
in itH first appearance. The Orange 
organs still rave, but the Knglish 
progressives, both i^lhurals and I>a- 
bor members, hall the scheme as 
wise and practical, and there is an 
utter abseni'c of the spirit of 
carping criticism which met <<lad- 
Btone's bills and an equal absence 
of any revolt. One Liberal only. 
Sir Clifford Cary. has pronounced 
against tbe bill, but bis hoatillty 
was anticipated tor moDtha and ha 
represent* the unpopnlar eapltallstle 
claea. which was most strongly op- 
lioaed to all the claims ol the 
miners in Ihe re<enl strike, and 
w.ns also one of the few so-called 
Liberals who strongly opposed 
Lloyd-George'a budget. He Is, In 
fact, a reactionary, who ought to be 
on thd Tory side Inetead of the 
Liberal side and already ha* been 
repudiated by his constltnency. 

The exultation among tiie Minis- 
terialists and the Irish members of 
Parliament runs high. Premier 
.Asquith and John Redmond, the 
Irish leader, look years younger, 
and even cool observers place Aa- 
(lultb'a speech on a higher plane 
han any of CHadstone'* Introducing 
sl'iiilar measures, white the Liberal* 
(!• c tare Redmond's speech was the 
.^rfsu'.-ft of his life. Irelind is en- 
thusiastic in its approval of the 
leasnre. and even William O'Brien, 
the factlonlst leader, wa* compelled 
:« blesa the bill, which Is larger 
'r i' he expected. Thouixli 'vIU'ml' 
i A oind, yet he Is afraid lo s r ko 
iXL.i'.'«! JtWTjai .tM aplendld aUvaute 
T 'his over the firevlons" f)lIlF. 

The verdict of tbe Irish oonven- 
tion Is a foregone concluelon. The 
iriah Independent, a factionlst or- 
{an, while grumbling that the bill 
does not meet every demand, is 
•onipelli'd also to acknowledge that 
I lie acc eptani'e of the bill hv Ireland 
Is iiievltalile. Some slight criticism 
•ontinueg of the constitution of the 
e'oud Irish Senate by nominating, 
but thia la aa aaftdemio point and 
moat of the Hadieala, even thoae 
who expected to make trouble on 
this point, are convinced that the 
'DMiliiatlon offers a better guaran- 
•ee for dcmocrallc progress than a 
■Senate of rich men on a narrow 
franchlae. Finally, home rule ulays 
today the same part in ravlvlfylng 
the aoirit of ha«a lav a nnlty of tba 
Libaral »arty, wMah, whaa ita for- 
tunes were low. wa* played by 
Lloyd-George's budget in 1908. 

.As I forecast, the present home 
rule bill figures (|uiie differently 
from all tbe previous measures. 
Home rule for year*, though ac- 
cepted by Liberal*, wa* regarded as 
s nerllous enterprise Involving ear-' 
tain and Insurmountable danger to 
the fortunes of the Liberal party, 
but today the home rule measure 
not merely enthuses Ireland but re- 
storer the prestige of the Ministry 
ifter the disastrous coal strike and 
the loss of some byHtleetloBa. 

Itedmond, TMIIon end mrself met 
Asni'lth, Blrrell and Samuel for the 
last time on Fridav to discuss some 
of the final small details of tbe 
measure, and both parties were full 
'^r equally heanv coucralulationa to 
each other for the splendid triumph' 
of Uieir eoinmon cause aad eommon 
rortHfta.
